they are not. They seem to 


act upon the theory that power in 
some way exempts them from those 
obligations, which they are so fond 
to preach to others. 


"The United States entered Nic- 


aragua in violation of the funda- 
mental principles of international 
law. 
The French entered the Ruhr 


in violation of the terms of the 
Versaijles treaty and the covenant 
of the league. Japan at this very 
hour in the Manchurian affair is 
acting in violation of the covenant 
of the League of Nations, the peace 
pact and in contempt of the world 
court.No Justification for Force. 


"If the reasons assigned for this 


action be true and ten times over, 
there still is no justification for 
employing force in the face of her 
tolemn pledges not to do so.

Should Maintain Wages. 


Abbott declared that he did not 


believe anti-trust laws should pre- 
vent trade co-operation essential to 
organized industry in maintaining 
the wage scale and employment. 


Kohn, speaking for the con- 


struction 
league of the 
United 


States, contended the laws should 
be modified to eliminate drawbacks 
to the building trades. At present, 
he added, orgamized 
contractors 


could not raise funds to investigate 
the standing of concerns offering 
bids on their projects. This often 
means, he said, that contracts go 
to plants furnishing bricks or lum- 
ber which are obsolete and- unable 
to produce the materials in the 
time limits necessarily set. 


Despite this agitation, however, 


Senator Walsh, democrat, Montana, 
believes congress at its next session 
will not repeal the anti-trust laws 
as a means of reviving business.

But when it comes to pickles like 
bread and butter ones, sometimes 
called "yum-yum" the case is dif- 
ferent. There we can produce good 
pickles at home. 


Take ttiis recipe for instance. To 
make yum yums take six quarts 
fairly large and ripe cucumbers. 
Wash and slice but do not peelTAdd 
one quart onions sliced and four 
large green peppers cut fine. Let 
these stand in brine, one cup salt 
to nine cups water for three nours. 
Drain. Add three pints vinegar, 
three pounds sugar, one tablespoon 
iurmeric, one teaspoon white mus- 


CUCUMEEE 


tard seed, one teaspoon celery seed. 
Heat thoroughly but do not boil. 
Pour at once into clean jars and 
seal. 


A larger proportion of onions may 
be used and cassia buds, one tea- 
spoon may be added. Bear in mind 
that the whole mixture is not boiled. 
It is merely heated through. This 
gives the relish a fresh taste and 
keeps the cucumbers from getting 
slippery and mushy.

ARGUE DIVORCE 


Liberals' Proposal to 


Permit Remarriage 


Is Defeated. 


DENVER, Col., Sept. 25—WV- 
Church liberals and conservatives 
assembled their forces today for a 
final conteit over marriage and di- 
vorce laws of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church. 


So heated was the controversy, 
particularly in regard to the re- 
marriage of divorced persons, that 
it overshadoved the scheduled elec- 
tion today of a presiding bishp of 
the church. 


The Rt. Rev. James 
De 
Wolf 


Perry of Rhode Isla-nd, presiding 
bishop, will be opposed by Bishop 
James H. Freeman, Washington, D. 
C., and Bishop Edward L. Parsons 
of California in today's balloting at 
a secret session of the house of 
bishops. 
The element seeking liberaliza- 


tion of the church marriage laws, 
headed by Prof. Joseph Beale of 
iarvard. was defeated on a pro- 
posal which would have flowed 
ministers of the church to remarry 
persons divorced for any cause. The 
remarriage, under the 
provision, 


would have been allowed, after the 
case had been reviewed and passed 
upon favorably by an ecclesiastical 
court. 


Unexpected strength was mani- 


fest by the liberal element, however, 
when the house of deputies adopted 
an a-mendnient« to the proposed 
canon which would not only allow 
divorced persons who have remar- 
ried outside the church to retain 
their communicant status, but under 
certain conditions the church would 
also "bless tl*-" "Tf"1* to the union." 


Ministers of the church under this 
provision, b 
ei. would not be 


ollowed to remarry divorced per- 
sons. The existing canon provides 
that the only divorced persons who 
may be married by a minister is 
the innocent party to a divorce 
granted for adultery.

MR. ZEHRUNG'S TRAFFIC 


VIEWS. 


Mayor Zehrung does not believe the city of Lin- 


coln has a traffic problem. He has expressed him- 
self privately and publicly to that effect, and the 
interview which appeared a few days ago is a correct 
account of his ideas on the subject. 


As an individual the mayor is entitled to think as 


he pleases. Possibly it has been his good fortune to 
escape some of the experiences which have fallen to 
the lot of some of us, when we have been frightened 
out of a year's growth as a result of a close call from 
an accidental' crash of an automobile. What the 
mayor thinks privately and what he does as a public 
official should be two different matters. There Is a 
widespread apprehension In Lincoln over the condi- 
tion of traffic. The concern is the outgrowth of a 
growing spirit of recklessness and carelessness which 
has been observable in recent weeks. 


It is true, as Mr. Zehnmg points out, Lincoln has 


been very lucky in an absence of automobile fatali- 
ties. There are not an exceptional number of acci- 
dents involving the loss of life but we are not at the 
top of the list in the fewest number of accidents by 
any means. The main reason why more people have 
not been killed here is that traffic does not move 
rapidly. Generally Lincoln's autoists drive slowly. 
While cars may be smashed up and people painfully 
and seriously injured, unless an automobile is travel- 
ing at a fairly fast speed, there is little likelihood of 
death. The records reveal there are approximately 
800 accidents each year in Lincoln, the majority of 
them being of an inconsequential character. 


But the mayor mistakes the nature of the demand 


for traffic reform in Lincoln. It is not a request that 
faster driving be sanctioned. No one is wanting to 
make a speedway of the streets and boulevards. The 
present legalized speed restrictions are satisfactory 
and meet the necessities of traffic fairly satisfac- 
torily. The distances are not so great and the con- 
gestion so bad as to warrant adopting the higher 
speeds which prevail in much larger cities where it is 
necessary to move traffic rapidly. 


Criticism in Lincoln arises from the fact that a 


large number of automobile drivers are not observ- 
ing the ordinary rules of the road. They are passing 
cars on the wrong side, they are "hogging" the in- 
tersections without regard to the consequences, they 
are darting into and off from streets which carry 
the heavier travel without taking ordinary safety 
precautions. They are endangering not only their own 
lives but the lives of others. No new legislation is re- 
quired to correct this situation. The only necessary 
step is a move toward rigid enforcement of the pres- 
ent traffic ordinance. Enough policemen should be 
assigned to traffic regulation to detect violations and 
bring those guilty of reckless driving to justice. 


More than that the city of Lincoln is committed 


to the arterial system. The mayor does not believe 
through lanes are necessary but in this case it does 
not happen to be a personal matter. The public de- 
mands arterials. When recent changes were made it 
was with the understanding a careful study would be 
undertaken with an idea of establishing: new arterials 
When the streets become covered with ice and snow 
during the winter months, Mr. Zehnmg may discover 
the value of arterials. Without such thoroughfares 
where autoists may drive in safety with lanes of cars 
moving in the same direction, and all other traffic 
forced to come to a complete stop before cutting 
through, the danger from skidding cars is greatly 
minimized. 


At present, with all due respect to the mayor, the 


traffic conditions are bad in Lincoln. It should not 
be necessary to kill off a number 'of people before 
the mayor and his associates on the commission 
move" to correct it. There is no heavy expense in- 
volved or no extraordinary labor. All that is re- 
quired Is an order from the mayor, who is the direct- 
ing head of the police department, to deal more 
rigidly with those who are driving reckiessly. A few 
trips through the residential sections during the early 
morning: and the late evening, when thousands are 
going to or coming from work, will reveal the need 
of such action. 


GOOD POLICE WORK BT A CITIZEN. 


In capturing one of the two bandits who tried to 


hold up his place of business the other evening, and 
•wounding the other so that he could not elude cap 
ture. T. J. Trautt of Lincoln did a 100 per cent job 
in defending his property. His singlchanded cxploi 
stands as a tribute to 'Vhat cool-headedneso and good 
judgment "ran accomplish in such an emergcncv. 


After a previous experience of the same kind, Mr 


Trautt had given some thought beforehand to ih 
possibility of another attempted holdup and outlined 
his course of action should that contingency arise. 
By arming himself and studying the layout o 
store, he tras prepared to deal -with the robbers •when 
they carne. So, instead of meekly complying 
their demand to "stick "cm up." he proceeded to turn 
the tables on the criminal pair before they could star* 
any gun^ork. 


The druggist showed srocl presence of mind b- 


grabbinc the man nearest him. whom he hrid in iron 
as a shield while draving his OTTO weapon on the 
partner of his prisoner. While the latter -was tryinc 
to maneuver himself around to a place -nhcre he 
could shoot without hittinc his pal. Trautt himself 
let loose uith his gun. That winced Mr. Holdup Man 
and settled his hash. He departed in a hurry, leavinc 
a trail of blood which supplied the clue for his subse- 
quent apprehension. And No. 1. still held in the mer- 
chant's clutches. WAS promptly turned over to the 
police.

After all, however, the main thing Is to keep one s 


head in a situation such as that which confronted 
Mr. Trautt. Had he become excited or flustered, he 
would probably have lost his cash and the.thieves 
would havo got away. Knowing what to do is the 
irst thing, and doing It in the right way is the fol- 
ow-up which brings results. 


AN UNFAILING WATER SUPPLY. 


For one hundred days the Platte river at,'above 


,nd below Kearney, was as dry as a powder horn. 
iVhile the farmers of that region who depend upon 
hat stream to fill their irrigation ditches cried for 
elief, their corn was blasted by the scorching rays 
.f the sun and their sugar beets and alfalfa were BO 
damaged that the crops will be greatly reduced. 


In the meantime, in these same counties and sec- 
ions, farmers who depended upon wells and pumps 
o supply water- for their fields at all times had an 
bundant supply. Their pumps worked whenever 
.ccessary and their growing crops were never in want 
f moisture. During the hottest, dryest part of the 
eason the water level in the wells was never lowered 
o such an extent as to cause the least apprehension, 
nd the pump irrigators will be rewarded with rec- 
rd crops. 
Here is an object lesson which should set every 
armer in-this state to thinking. 
Almost every part of Nebraska is underlaid with 
,n inexhaustible supply of water. The only question 
s whether it is near enough to the surface to make 


economically possible and profitable to pump it 


esc purposes of irrigation. It has been demonstrated 
hat in all parts of the Platte valley the investment 
In wells and pumps pays big dividends. From Dawson 
ounty to Douglas county the experiments have been 
made and they have been eminently satisfactory in 
every case. 


The geological formation in Nebraska is such as to 
ndicate that what has been done in the Platte valley 
can be done in the basins of the other streams of 
he state and that the spectre of drouth can be ban- 
ished from the greater part of the agricultural area. 
The sinking of wells for domestic purposes has of 
course demonstrated to land owners that it is not 
necessary to go to any great depth to obtain water, 
jut In the past the farmer has been content to ob- 
;ain only that necessary for his family and his stock. 
Why not also get enough to insure against loss of 
crops? 


This would be the cheapest insurance a farmer 


could buy. The initial payment might be rather high, 
nit the premiums thereafter would be low, consider- 
ing the size and the certainty of returns. 


Invest in wells and pumps. 


IF NEBRASKA TRIED IT. 


Every believer in the value of self-achievement and 


in the desirability of learning being acquired instead 
of being poured on, will watch with hope the experi- 
ments of the University of Chicago. 


Robert Maynard Hutchens, youthful president of 


;he university this week explained to 775 freshmen 
at the institution that they were "mentally on their 
own." There will be no compulsory class attendance, 
no close faculty supervision. What students do the 
first two years will be largely up to them. 


In contrast one cannot help wonder what the re- 


action over the state would be if officials of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska were to adopt a similar plan. 


There has been an increasing development of sen- 


timent over the state that officials of the university 
should exert a moral and educational guardianship 
over their children. There has been an increasing 
feeling that the university should exert a control over 
students which in many cases the parents themselves 
nave been unable to exert. 


There is a distinct tendency on the part of Ne- 


braska's citizenry to hold the university responsible 
for the success or failure of its students, rather than 
the students themselves. The result is that the uni- 
versity has been caught between two forces, the de- 
mand of students for greater freedom and of-parents 
for greater control. 


With existing state sentiment, it would be almost 


impossible for the state university to make its educa- 
tional, system a take it or leave it matter with its 
students. A state university, tax supported, operates 
under the distinct handicap of having citizens expect 
it to do that for students which everybody else has 
failed to do, and holding it, not the student, respon- 
sible in case of failure. 


KING GEORGE TAKES A HAND. 


Not the least of the dramatic events transpiring in 


the British empire is the action of King George in 
openly opposing an election on the issue of a pro- 
tective tariff. 


The British people are devoted to their monarch. 
Yet in spite of the popularity of the British royal 


family, it has been a figurehead in the conduct of 
public affairs. The British, it has seemed, has re- 
tained monarchy more because of tradition and pride 
in the kingly office than necessity. The king, it is 
true, does address parliament with recommendations 
considered of importance to the government and 
public welfare but the reins of authority actually rest 
in the hands of the prime minister and his cabinet. 
Now for the minute the new MacDonald ministry is 
obscured.^ The king comes forward into the breach 
to indicate his disapproval of a movement to dissolve 
parliament and to submit the tariff question to popu- 
lar vote. It is, after a fashion, a reassumption of 
power. 


There is nothing of a dictatorial character in King 


George's statement, however. Through an indirect 
channel he has permitted his views to become public. 
Apparently he has the full faith that his subjects will 
recognize his wishes and honor them. It is a bold 
course which George has taken, nevertheless. He is 
standing firmly behind his prime minister, Ramsay 
MacDonald. wno has been ousted from the party 
which he hclpedfto organize. And Labor is a powerful 
factor at the British polls. What would be the result 
if after the king has expressed his disapproval, the 
clamor «ffor an election should continue^ Not only 
would the coalition ministry be repudiated but 
George himself would take a sock in the nose. That 
is the full significance of his unusual step.

To him more than to any other of 
the soldier statesmen of the Eliza- 
bethian period belongs the credit 
you mention. 
What he lived for he died for. 


After suffering twelve years of im- 
prisonment at the biddance of that 
cowardly cur, James the First of 
England and the Sixth of Scotland, 
Raleigh's spirit was as bold, advero- 
turous and courageous as ever. He 
employed the first hours of his pre- 
carious liberty in formulating fresh 
schemes for the colonization of the 
Americas. 
But King James betrayed Sir 
Walter's plans to the Spanish court 
and deliberately plotted his exter- 
mination. It was an infamous deed 
even in those days of treachery, 
and one that blackened the alreaoy 
dark annals of the Stuart mon- 
archs. 
Raleigh came home to die at the 
demand of Gondomar, the Spanish 
ambassador. The king who should 
have showered honors and rewards 
on so gallant a servant of the state 
had decreed his execution in ad- 
vance of his arrival. It was simply 
judicial butchery. During the long 
night while Raleigh awaited the ax, 
he wrote the following lines in a 
Bible he had brought with him to 
his place of confinement: 


"Even such is time! who takes in 


trust 
Our youth, our joys, and all we 


"have, 
And pays us but with earth and 


dust; 
Who in the dark and silent grave. 
"When we have wandered all oilr 


wavs. 
Shuts up the story of our days. 
But from that earth, that grave, 
that dust, 
The Lord shall raise me up, I 
trust." 
The ctiizens of North Carolina 
have honored the state and tne na- 
tion bv naming their beautiful capi- 
tal after Sir Walter. With all his 
faults he was a great gentleman, a 
gallant foe and a great builder ol 
nations.

MR. 7ÆHRTTNG’S TR.\FFIC 
VIEW S. 


Mayor Zchning docs not believe the city of Lin­ 
coln ha.s a traffic problem. He has ex pressed him­ 
self privately and publicly to that effect, and the 
Interview which appeared a few days ago is a correct 
account of his Ideas on the subject. 
As an Individual the mayor Is entitled to think as 
he pleases. Passlbly it has been his good fortune to 
escape some of the ex periences which have fallen to 
the lot of some of us. when we have been frightened 
out of a year's growth as a result of a close call from 
an accidental crash of an automobile. What the 
mayor thinks privately and what he does as a public 
offldal should be two different matters. There Is a 
widespread apprehension In Lincoln over the condi­ 
tion of traffic. The concern is the outprrowth of a 
growing spirit of recklcssnes.s and carelessness which 
has been observable In recent weeks. 
It Is tnie, as Mr. Zehnmg points out. Lincoln has 
been very lucky in an absence of automobile fatall- 
tle.s. Ttiere are not an ex ceptional number of acci­ 
dents Involving the loss of life but we are not at the 
top of the list In the fewest number of accidents by 
any means. The main reason why more people have 
not been killed here is that traffic does not move 
rapidly. 
Generally Lincoln’s autolsts drive slowly. 
While cars may he .« smashed up and people painfully 
and seriously Injured, unless an automobile Is travel­ 
ing at a fairly fa.st speed, there Is little likelihood of 
death. The records reveal there are approx imately 
800 accidents each year In Lincoln, the majority of 
them being of an Inconsequential character. 
But the mayor mbtakes the nature of the demand 
for traffic reform In Lincoln. It Is not a request that 
faster driving be sanctioned. No one is wanting to 
make a speedway of the streets and boulevards. The 
pre.sent legalised speed restrictions are satisfactory 
and meet the necessities of traffic fairly satisfac­ 
torily, The distances are not so great and the con­ 
gestion so bad as to warrant adopting the higher 
speeds which prevail In much larger cities where it Is 
necessary to move traffic rapidly. 
Criticism In l.lncoln arises from the fact that a 
large number of automobile drivers are not observ­ 
ing the ordinary rules of the road. They are passing 
cars on the wrong side, they are “hogging” the in­ 
tersections aithout regard to the con.sequences, they 
are darting Into and off from streets which carry 
the heavier travel without taking ordinary safety 
precautions. They are endangering not only their own 
lives but the lives of others. No new legislation is re­ 
quired to eorreet this situation. The only necessary 
step Is a move toward rigid enforcement of the pres­ 
ent traffic ordinance. Enough policemen should be 
assigned to traffic regulation to detect violations and 
bring tho.se guilty of reckle.ss driving to justice. 
More than that the city of Lincoln is committed 
to the arterial system. Tlie mayor does not believe 
through lanes are necessary but in this case It does 
not happen to be a personal matter. The public de­ 
mands arterlals. When recent changes were made It 
was with the understanding a careful study w’ould be 
undertaken with an idea of establishing new arterlals. 
When the streets become covered with lee and snow 
during the winter months, Mr. Zehnmg may discover 
the value of arterlals. Without such thoroughfares, 
where autolsts may drive In safety with lanes of ears 
moving In the .same direction, and all other traffic 
forced to come to a complete stop before cutting 
through, the danger from skidding cars Is greatly 
minimized. 
At pre.sent, with all due respect to the mayor, the 
traffic conditions are bad in Lincoln. It should not 
be necessary to kill off a number of people before 
the mayor and his associates on the commission, 
mov? to correct It, Tliere Is no heavy ex pense In­ 
volved or no ex traordinary labor. All that Is re­ 
quired Is an order from the mayor, who is the direct­ 
ing head of the police department, to deal more 
rigidly with those who are driving recWessly. A few 
trips through the residential sections during the early 
morning and the late evening, when thousands are 
going to or coming from work, will reveal the need 
of such action.

AN rNFAn.ING WATER SUPPLY. 
For one hundred days the Platte river at. Itbove 
and below Kearney, was as dry as a powder horn. 
While the farmers of that region who depend upon 
that stream to fill their Irrigation ditches cried for 
relief, their corn was blasted by the scorching rays 
of the sun and their sugar beets and alfalfa were so 
damaged that the crops will be greatly reduced. 
In the meantime, in these same counties and sec­ 
tions, farmers who depended upon wells and pumps 
to supply wateR for their fields at all times had an 
abundant supply. 
Their pumps worked whenever 
necessary and their growing crops were never in want 
of moisture. During the hottest, dryest part of the 
season the water level In the wells was never lowered 
to such an ex tent as to cause the lesist apprehension, 
and the pump irrigators will be rewarded with rec­ 
ord crops. 
Here is an object lesson which should set every 
farmer in this state to thinking. 
Almost every part of Nebraska Is underlaid with 
an Inex haustible supply of water. The only question 
is whether it Is near enough to the surface to make 
it economically passible and profitable to pump It 
for purposes of irrigation. It has been demonstrated 
that in all parts of the Platte valley the investment 
In wells and pumps pays big dividends. From Dawson 
county to Douglas county the ex periments have been 
made and they have been eminently satisfactory in 
every case, 
Tlic geological formation in Nebraska is such as to 
indicate that what has been done in the Platte valley 
can be done In the basins of the other streams of 
the state and that the spectre of drouth can be ban­ 
ished from the greater part of the agricultural area. 
The sinking of wells for domestic purposes has of 
course demonstrated to land owners that It Is not 
necessary to go to any great depth to obtain water, 
but In the past the farmer has been content to ob­ 
tain only that necessary for his family and his stock. 
Why not also get enough to Insure against loss of 
crops? 
This would be the cheapest Insurance a farmer 
could buy, Tlie initial payment might be rather high, 
but the premiums thereafter would be low, consider­ 
ing the size and the certainty of returns. 
Invest In wells and pumps.

IF NEBRASKA TRIED IT. 
Every believer in the value of self-achievement and 
in the desirability of learning being acquired instead 
of being poured on, will watch with hope the ex peri­ 
ments of the University of Chicago, 
Robert Maynard Hutchens, youthful president of 
the university this week ex plained to 775 freshmen 
at the institution that they were “mentally on their 
owTi.” There will be no compulsory class attendance, 
no close faculty supervision. What students do the 
first two years will be largely up to them. 
In contrast one cannot help wonder what the re­ 
action over the state would be If officials of the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska were to adopt a similar plan. 
There has been an Increasing development of sen­ 
timent over the state that officials of the university 
should ex ert a moral and educational guardianship 
over their children. There has been an increasing 
feeling that the university should ex ert a control over 
students which in many cases the parents themselves 
have been unable to ex ert. 
There Is a distinct tendency on the part of Ne­ 
braska’s citizenry to hold the university responsible 
for the success or failure of Its students, rather than 
the students themselves. The result is that the uni­ 
versity has been caught between two forces, the de­ 
mand of students for greater freedom and of parents 
for greater control. 
With ex isting state sentiment. It would be almost 
¡mpc» .sible for the state university to make its educa­ 
tional system a take it or leave It m atter with its 
students. A state university, tax supported, operates 
under the distinct handicap of having citizens ex pect 
It to do that for students which everybody else has 
failed to do, and holding it, not the student, respon­ 
sible In case of failure.

KING GEORGE TAKES A HAND. 
Not the least of the dramatic events tran.spiring In 
the British empire is the action of King George in 
openly opposing an election on the issue of a pro­ 
tective tariff. 
Tlie British people are devoted to their monarch. 
Yet in spite of the popularity of the British royal 
family, it has been a figurehead in the conduct of 
public affairs. The British, it has seemed, has re­ 
tained monarchy more because of tradition and pride 
In the kingly office than necessity. The king, it is 
true, doe.s address parliament with recommendations 
considered of importance to the government and 
public welfare but the reins of authority actually rest 
in the hands of the prime minister and his cabinet. 
Now for the minute the new MacDonald ministry is 
obscured. The king comes forw'ard into the breach 
to indicate his disapproval of a movement to dissolve 
parliament and to submit the tariff question to popu­ 
lar vote. It Is, after a fashion, a reassumption of 
power. 
There is nothing of a dictatorial character in King 
George's statement, however. Through an Indirect 
channel he ha.s permitted his views to become public. 
Apparently he has the full faith that his subjects will 
recognize his wishes and honor them. It Is a bold 
course which George has taken, nevertheless. He is 
standing firmly behind his prime minister, Ramsay 
MacDonald, who has been ousted from the party 
which he helped to organize. And Labor Is a pow'erful 
factor at the British polls. What would be the result 
if after the king has ex pressed his disapproval, the 
clamor » /or an election should continue? Not only 
would the coalition ministry be repudiated but 
George himself would take a sock in the nose. That 
Is the full significance of his unusual step.

He never ceased to urge the ex pan­ 
sion of the island kingdom’s domin­ 
ions, nor wearied In his efforts to 
buil<i up a fleet which could check 
the boundless ambitions ot Spain, 
then the predominant world pow'er 
To him more than to any other of 
the soldier statesmen of the Ellza- 
bethian i>eriod belongs the credit 
you mention. 
What he lived for he died for. 
After suffering twelve years of im­ 
prisonment at the blddance of that 
cowardly cur, James the First of 
England and the Six th of Scotland, 
Raleigh’s spirit w'as as bold, advent 
turous and courageous as ever. He 
employed the first hour.s of his pre­ 
carious liberty in formulating fresh 
schemes for the colonization of the 
Americas. 
But King 
James betrayed Sir 
Walter’s plans to the Spanish court 
and deliberately plotted his ex ter­ 
mination. It was an infamous deed 
even in those days of treachery, 
and one that blackened the alreaay 
dark annals of the Stuart mon- 
arch.s. 
Raleigh came home to die at the 
demand of Oondomar, the Spanish 
amba.ssador. The king who .should 
have showered honors and rewards 
on .50 gallant a servant of the state 
had decreed his ex ecution in ad­ 
vance of his arrival. It was .simply 
Judicial butchery. During the long 
night while Raleigh awaited the ax , 
he wrote the following lines in a 
Bible he had brought with him to 
his place of confinement: 


“Even such is time! who takes In 
trust 
Our youth, our Joys, and all we 
have. 
And pay.s us but with earth and 
dust; 
Who In the dark and silent grave. 
When we have wandered ail oiir 
ways. 
Shuts up the story of our days. 
But from that earth, that grave, 
that dust, 
Tlie Lord shall raise 
me 
up, 
I 
trust.” 
'Tlie ctilzens of North Carolina 
have honored the state and tne na­ 
tion bv naming their beautiful capi­ 
tal after Sir Walter. 
With all his 
faults he was a great gentleman, a

YOUR TABLE MANNERS 


BY EMILY POST. 
(Mrs. Price Post)

In France, where cooking is sup 


posed to reach the height of a fine 
art, every great cook, who is granted 
the badge of distinction known as 
the cordon bleu, develops a few spe- 
cial dishes which in the huse where 
he or bhe is employed are known as 
the "specialties of the house." 


It doesn't seem to matter very 


much whether these specialties be 
suitable to breakfast, lunch or the 
most formal dinner, they are of- 
fered almost invariably when guests 
are to be entertained. Whether they 
are really suitable to dmnr or lunch 
parties makes not a particl of dif- 
ference. It is not necessary to have 
dishes that no one else can dupli- 
cat; the whole point of this story 
is merely to urge you to worry very 
little about dinner party suitabili- 
ties, but to choose dishes solely ac- 
cording to the perfection with which 
you are able to prepare them 


I went to a dinner given the other 


night at the house of a certain 
prominent financier — so prominent 
that every man and woman in 
America knows his name—and what 
do you suppcee the menu was? 
First, we had vegetable soup and 


then a \ol au vent of that feather- 
light variety that only the very best 
cooks can possibly prepare. A n d 
then we had lamb hashed on toast, 
creamed potatoes, and string beans. 
Dessert -was a simple rice pudding. 
Everything was perfect of its kind, 
of course, but I give it as an exam- 
ple of a meal served in one of the 
most palatial houses in the country. 
Of course it was in no sense a fgr- 
mal dinner. Qiute the contrary. 


I have been asked to state wheth- 


er any special bread is set apart for 
use at a formal dinner. And is bread 
ever especially chosen for an espec- 
ial course? Which is more suitaole 
—buttered toast or dry? 
With oysters and clams an espe- 


cial bread mav be made by press- 
ing buttered slices of brown bread 
and white oread tightly together 
and leaving them, in the ice box 
under a weight. Immediately before 
serving the bread is sliced so that 
each piece is striped dark and white 
and tnmmed into pieces about three 
inches by two. 


Favorite Recipes of Famous Women 


(MRS. RUDT VALLEE.) 


In this year of surprises that line 


about the East and West—and nev- 
er ' the twain a-meeting — has 
changed its tune long enough to tell 
us of some exception. The tastes 
of Rudy Vallee from the East Coast, 
and his \ivacious little bride from 
California, happen to be so nearly 
alike that it's no trouble at all to 
harmonize them.

Coffee Custard. 


2 eggs 
3 tablespoons sugar 
few grains salt 
1 cup milk 
1 cup strong coffee, freshly made 
Beat eggs slightly, add sugar and 
salt, add milk and coffee; mix well 
and pour into buttered baking dish 
or individual cups. Place in a pan 
containing warm water about an 
inch deep. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for about one hour, 
or until firm.

Rudy's bachelor quarters into a real 
home for two. She likes a com- 
fortable but rather simple environ- 
ment... "not oxer-decorated, above 
all things."

Everything wa.s perfect of its kind, 
of couise, but I give It as an exam­ 
ple of a meal .served in one of the 
most palatial houses in the country. 
Of course it w-as in no .sense a fgr- 
mal dinner, tjuite the contrary.

PLEASING THE MAN 


BY CHLOE JAMISON. 


Says a lover of good food—a friend 


who knows about our little talks on 
what pleases the man ... "Tell this 
one for me. My wife bakes the best 
New England apple pies of anyone I 
know, of course. But no matter how 
good she makes them, they do not 
erase my memory of a certain Ger- 
man style apple pis my mother used 
to make. 


"That pie was practically all ap- 


ples, with no crust over the top; the 
apples stood up in rows like so many 
soldiers; there was lots of sugar and 
cinnamon on top, and a kind of cus- 
taid in and around them somehow. 
Ever heard of that recipe?" 


It so happens that I've not only 


ndard of it, but have eaten pies like 
that and remember their goodness 
sufficiently to know how this man 
feels about his own memory. Suc- 
culence, delicacy, flavor ... let con- 
ventional pies take a back seat for 
the moment, while we tell what 
their European cousins are like. 
There are several slightly different 
recipes. 
One goes this way: In a pie tin 


lined with rich piecrust, arrange in 
apstaudmg rows tart apples which 
have been sliced rather thin. Sprin- 
kle generously with sugar and cin- 
namon and put in the oven until the 
fruit is almost clone. Meanwhile beat 
an egg and uro or three tablespoons 
of cream or milk; sweeten and pour 
over the half-baked pie. Put the pie 
bark m the oven until the custard 
sets. Serve either hot or cold ... 
but the warm pie is best. 


These pies can also be made with- 


out custard. Arrange the fruit in 
the ciust, as specifed; add a half 
cup of currants; sprnkle plentfully 
•with orown sugar and cinnamon. 
The juice from the apples and the 
sugar as it melts will make a de- 
licious carmelized "binder"' for the 
fruit. 


If you are especially fond of the 


flavor of brown sugar, it may be 
used instead of white sugar in the 
custard recipe. 


CARE OF x 


VACUUM CLEANER 
No matter what its make or it- 


price or its power . . . if jou expecl 
your vacuum cleaner fo give effici- 
ent and uninterrupted service, there 
are three things which you must do 
for it. 
First, you must keep the dirt bag 


emptied. A safe rule is to empty it 
out once a week, without fail. A 
dust bag that is heavy -with dirt 
cuts down the efficiency of a cleaner 
about 35 per cent when the bag 1-3 
only one-fourth full. So remember 
. .. keep it clean 
Second, the motor must have an 


occasional drink of oil, unless tne 
cleaner is of the ball-bearing type 
which requires no oil. An unoiled 
machine deteriorates and wears out 
quickly. 


Third, wind the cord loosely back 


onto the hooks which are provided 
for this purpose on the handle; or at 
least suspend the cord over a hook 
in the closet where you keep the 
cleaner, in such a position that the 
cord will not become knotted, pulled 
or stepped on. There are delicate 
wires inside the cord which •will 
break if the cord is mistreated, and 
this will put the cleaner temporarily 
out of commission. 


These implements 
are 
willing,

Caucasus at that time was a shim- 


mering scenery of colors. Its differ- 
ent tribes—about a hundred—all had 
their picturesque costumes, their 
traditions and customs. It was the 
same with the food Each tribe had 
a characteristic dish, its own na- 
tional food. 
The mountaineers of the nortti—a 


spartan, fighting people—had sim- 
pler and coarser 
food. They 
ate 


mostly meat, cheese, and a disn 
made of millet grains cooked m 
large pots with milk and eggs un- 
til it formed a solid yellow mass, like 
a porridge. I ate it, more impressed 
with our hosts than with the food. 
I could not take my eyes from their 
stalwart .swarthy figures with unbe- 
lievably thin waists, their hand- 
some, haughty faces, and then their 
dresses and their daggers . . . 
Vegetables are 
practically 
un- 


known in the high mountains, just 
as are the fruits Yet those hardy 
fighters were a splendid race. From 
the mountains you come down to the 
valleys—the valley of Dagestan, rich 
and gloriously beautiful. Its people 
are the descendants of the Crusa- 
ders who wandered north in the 
fifteenth century. It is hard to be- 
lieve, perhaps . . . but I have seen 
some of these tribes wear on certain 
occasions their native dress consist- 
ing of a silver coat of mail with a 
large white cross over the chest, 
identical with that of crusaders ot 
olden days. 
Then the laughing, joyous Georgia, 


where people smile so engagingly 
and seem to have such endless ca- 
pacity for enjoying life. The Georg- 
ians, like the Armenians, are Chris- 
tians. They grow and enjoy their 
tart strong wines which flow freely 
during the endless dinners that are 
followed by graceful native dancing 
Rarely have I seen more beautiful 
women than in Georgia. Their food 
too, is very good, especially certain

ways they have with chicken, one 
of which I shall give you. 


To prepare chicken in a Georgian 


manner, cut the fowl in pieces, 
brown it thoroughly in a pan and 
put in an earthenware pot. Brown 
alike finely chopped onions, green 
peppers, a bit of garlic and tomatoes 
When all is nicely colored, put into 
the pot with the chicken; stew over 
a very low fire." 


And here is a new and delicious 


stuffing for a roast chicken as the 
Georgians prepare it: Take slightly 
boiled rice, cut dried apricots into 
long pieces and mix with the rice, 
adding a whole raw egg slightly 
beaten, thyme, sage and other herbs. 
Pill the chicken and roast it. I am 
sure that you all will like this varia- 
tion of stuffing, as rice goes particu- 
larly well with chicken meat. 


Speaking of rice ... I will tell you 


the way it is prepared for the Cau- 
casian and Persian Pilau. Put dry 
rice, without a touch of water, into a 
deep frying pan over a low fire and 
roast it as it is. Then add plenty of 
butter, stir well and keep on the 
fire. When browned, add water just 
to cover, and leave on the fire until 
it is cooked. It is tasty, each gram 
separate and nicely colored.

palatable—is tfie one who finds 
a 


marked difference In her expendi- 
tures for meat. 


In my work as nutrition consult- 
ant a young housewife came to me. 
asking how she could reduce her 
meat bills. 
On questioning her I 


found that she 
used 
practicallv 


nothing but steaks and chops. Sie 
had the idead that—rib other cuts 
were as nutritious. Some of the 
less expensive cuts she did no; even 
know were for human consumption. 


The question of nutrition is one 
t'.iat arises many times, and it is 
surprising to see how few know that 
there is very little 
difference, if 


any, in the nutritive value of the 
cheaper cuts. Naturally, flavor and 
texture may be a little finer in the 
tetter cuts, because they come from 
parts of the animal wdere the mus- 
cles are but little used.

CARE OF LINOLEUM 


Linoleum should never be washed 


(witii a strong alkaline soap or a 
! soap containing grit. Printed lino- 
leum may be protected with an 
occasional coating of varnish, which 
will preserve the figure and the sur- 
face, thus adding considerably 
to 
the life of your floor covering. In- 


i laid or plain linoleum can be kept 


I beautiful by waxing, but neither of 
! these two types of floor covering 
1 ttiould be varnished. 


If you are buying new linoleum 


fcr your kitchen this fall, remember 
that the easiest way to lay it is sim- 
ply to unroll the linoleum on the 
floor and place it as close to the 
wall as DOssi'ole. Do not paste it 
to the floor for several weeks, or 
until it has had time to completely 
stretch itself.- 


If you live in a. rented house you 
will probably not wish to cement 
the linoleum to the floor., as this 
renders it almost iirroossible to take 
up when moving. Linoleum may be 
tacked, but the most satisfactory 
method of laying it is that which 
first provides felt to be cemented 
to the floor as a foundation for ths 
linoleum. Although the linoleum 
in its turn is cemented to the felt, 
it is easily removpd. should the oc- 
casion require, wit'j the aid of warm 
water.

The sys- 
tem needs extra nourishment and 
extra "fuel to increase its power of 
resistance. 
And to accomplish this 


result, various changes in the menu 
are advisable ...the addition of one 
or two energy foods, for instance. 


One of the best of these foods is 


soup. I am a strong advocate of 
it with the winter meals...soup at 
least three times a week. It re- 
vives the flagging energy, induces 
a pleasant warmth and helps to 
promote the digestion. It also sup- 
plies a certain amount of 
liquid 


necessary to offset the dryness of 
some of" the other dishes on the 
menu. Indigestion, you know, is 
frequently caused by a diet lacking 
in liquids. 


For the evening meal, a cup of 


broth or bouillon (some" excellent 
bouillons can be made from the 
cubes) is ideal because it is very 
light and will not Mil the appetite. 
Or one can serve a very appetizing 
light soup made from the water in 
which vegetables have been cooked. 
This is rich in vitamins and min- 
erals: it can be strained and ver- 
micelli or croutons added, if de- 
sired. 
With the mid-day meal—espe- 


cially that of the business girl and 
the busy housewife I would recom- 
mend a" somewhat more. substantial 
variety of soup.. .tomato, cream of 
asparagus, clam chowder, vegetable 
soup or its Italian equivalent, mine- 
strone. The business girl will find 
that a plate or cup of hot soup will 
help the digestion of her mid-day 
meal and prevent that feeling of 
heaviness which often comes in the 
afternoon 
following on a hastily 


swallowed and too often badly "bal- 
anced luncheon. 


Of course everyone prefers soup 


made at home from fresh vegeta- 
bles or meat. There are many ~Kom- 
en. however, who have neither the 
time nor the inclination to cook. 
To them I would recommend taking 
full advantage of the 
many fine 


brands of prepared 
and 
canned 


soups which are on the market. 
Blendine two or three of these 
soups often results in a distinctly- 
individual dish.

can make the less e.xpensive 
cut.s 
palatable—is ttsr one who finds a 
marked difference in her expendi­ 
tures for meat. 
In my work as nutrition consult­ 
ant a young housewife came to me, 
asking how she could reduce her 
meat bills. 
On questioning her I 
found that

used 
practir.ally 
nothing but steak.s and chops, Eire 
had the tdead that—no other cut,s 
were a.s nutnliou.s. 
Some of 
the 
less expensive cuts she did not even 
know were for human consumption. 
The question of nutrition is one 
ttiat arLses many times, and it l.s 
.surprising to .see how few know that 
there is very little 
difference,

any, in the nutritive value of the 
cheaper cuts. Naturally, flavor and 
texture may be a little finer in the 
b'tter cuts, because they come from 
parts of the animal wtiere the mus­ 
cles are but little used.

us the most expensive .« teaks

roasts; next the rib. which gives us 
another exjiensive roaft cut. 
Pro- 
gre.ssing toward the neck we get the 
cliuck, which may be used for .small 
steaks, roasts and stew.s; then the 
neck, which is good for hamburger 
.steak, 
boneless 
rolled 
roasts and 
.stews. 
Now 
going 
back 
to the hind- 
quarter, 
but 
coming 
toward the 
middle of the under part of the 
creature, there is the flank which 
Is u.sed for flank steak, .stews axd 
hamburger. 
Next comes the plate, 
where arc found the navel which is 
us"d for stews, boned and rolled 
roasts, and also for corned beef and 
for boiling; also the brisket, a good 
cut for corned beef and for boiling 
The last or fore-quarter is called 
the shank, and is u.sed for soup 
meat, souo bone and for pot roaar 
With this descri'^'tion in mind you 
mav easily learn the cuts of beef 
and when buying meat you ran then 
order bv name.

Linoleum should never be wa.shed 
Willi a strong alkaline soap or a 
soap containing gnt. Printed lino­ 
leum may be protected with an 
occasional coating of varnish, which 
will preserve the figure and the sur­ 
face. thus adding con.siderably 
to 
the life of your floor covering In­ 
laid or plain linoleum can be kept 
beautiful by waxing, but neither cf 
these two types of floor covering 
Lhould be varnl.shed. 
If you are buying new linoleum 
fcr your kitchen this fall, remember 
that the ea.siest way to lay it is sim­ 
ply to unroll the linoleum on the 
floor and place it as close to the 
wall as possible. 
Do not paste 
it 
to the floor for several weeks, or 
until it has had time to completely 
stretch Itself. 
If vou live in a rented house you 
will probably not wish to cement 
the linoleum to the floor,, as this 
renders it almost impossible to take 
up when moving. Linoleum may be 
tacked, but 
the most .satbsfactorv 
method of laying it is that which 
fir.st provides felt to be cemented 
to the floor as a foundation for the 
linoleum 
Although 
the linoleum 
in Its turn is cemented to the felt, 
it Is easilv removfd. should the oc­ 
casion require, with the aid of warm 
water.

THE CHEF SUGGESTS

So enticing is the hors d'oeuvre 


tray—and so popular is it becoming 
on these shores—that we shall con- 
sider some spe- 
_ 


cial c r e a t ions 
which will give 
a nice touch to 
t h e assortment 
served at home. 


In dealing with 
h o r s d'oeuvres 
proper, it must 
be borne in mind 
thaft '. th kinds 
—the plain and 
the fancy—con- 
siit of d i s h e s 
which do not 
constitute a sub- 
stantial meal. Both are served sep- 
arately on little glass or china 
plates or on hors d'oeuvre dishes, 
which are of an oval shape. 


Plain hors d'oeuvres include all 


kinds of cold relishes and delicacies 
such as oysters, sardines, anchovies, 
caviarre, filets of herrings, salmon, 
olives, radishes, various kinds of 
smoked sausages, ham, liver and 
such trifles. All these are served as 
simply as possible, with a little gar- 
nish of parsley. 
Two or three of these plain hors 
d'oeuvres are frequently used to- 
gether with one or two of the 
dressed variety, which must be light 
and tasty trifles such as tiny fancy 
sandwiches or canapes, rosettes and 
timbales and many other dainties. 
The selection of foods to be served 
as hors d'oeuvres must, however, be 
strictly confined to such ingredients 
as will tend to stimulate the appe- 


tite, and portions must be small 
enough not to dull the enjoyment 
of the remainder of the meal. 
I shall give only simple sugges- 
tions in 
this 
article, for hors 


d'oeuvres which can be easily pre- 
pared in the home kitchen. 


Anchovy Olives: Stone the re- 


quired number of large olives and 
stuff them with anchovy butter or 
anchovy 
cream. Twist 
a 
whole 


anchovy fillet around each olive. 
Dress them on a bed of finely 
shredded lettuce, on a hors d'oeuvre 
dish, and serve. 
Cucumber Barquettes: C"t the re- 
quired number of small boat shapes 
from one or two large cucumbers; 
scoop out the center part of each 
and fill them, after steeping them 
in oil and vinegar for an hour— 
with a mixture of finely shredded 
smoked salmon, chopped capers and 
gherkins, well seasoned with salad 
dressing. Garnish and serve. 


Stuffed Efgs a la Russe: Take six 
hard-boiled eggs, remove the shells, 
cut them crossways; scoop out the 
yolks, fill in the vacant spaces with 
caviarre, cover over with a little 
mayonnaise sauce with which the 
yolks of the eggs have been mixed. 
Procure a few even-sized tomatoes, 
cut them into slices. Season with oil, 
vinegar, 
salt 
and 
pepper 
and 


chopped parsley. Place the eggs on 
the slices of tomatoes, garnish with 
parsley and serve. 


Tomatoes with 
Shrimps: 
Feel 
small ripe tomatoes, cut them in 
halves and scoop out the pulp part 
of each. Fill with a salad composed 
of shrimps seasoned with salt, pep- 
per and salad dressin" Place a 
thinly cut slice of cucumber on top 
of each. Garnish with parsley.
